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Salmon money from feds on the way

The state is putting out millions of dollars in 
federal relief this week to fishermen and fish- 
ing businesses scarred by the disastrous 2006 
salmon season. 

The season was all but eliminated for North 
Coast commercial fishermen, and sharply 
reduced for Central Coast and Oregon fisher- 
men, due to a poor run on the Klamath River. 
Fishing guides and businesses in the Klamath 


region also saw a tough year, as fishermen 
weren’t able to keep any fish in the fall. 

In all, some $60.4 million in aid came down 
from the federal government to be split by fish- 
ermen, fish buyers, processors, tribes and other 
fishing businesses in California and Oregon. 
California secured $33 million of that, in what 
is only the second fishery disaster every 
declared by the U.S. Department of 
Commerce.

Supervisors 
to talk water 
conservation

The Mendocino County 
Board of Supervisors is 
scheduled to sit as the 
Mendocino County Water 
Agency at around 11:15 a.m. 
Tuesday in the board’s cham- 
bers to discuss, among other 
things, water conservation. 

County CEO Tom Mitchell 
said the item, which was dis- 
cussed by the board last 
month with no action taken, 
would be on the agenda 
regardless of the current 
water crisis. 

“Any water agency should 
have a water conservation 
program,” he said. “It’s an 


important thing. Every 
agency should conserve 
water.” 


Concerns about the avail- 
ability of water have been 
growing since early summer 
when the Sonoma County 
Water Agency announced 
that, without conservation, 
water levels in Lake 
Mendocino could drop as low 
as 8,000 acre-feet by August. 

As of Monday, lake storage 
was at 29,982 acre-feet. The 
maximum capacity is 122,500 
acre-feet.

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Police say body matches description of 
missing student who led secret life 


EL DORADO, Kan. (AP) — A body found in Kansas 
appears to be that of a missing college student who led a secret 


life as an Internet porn star, police said Thursday. 


Authorities said the preliminary physical description of the 
body found about 50 miles east of El Dorado matches that of 
missing college student Emily Sander. Investigators refused to 


give details about the state of the body or how it was found. 


Police Chief Tom Boren said the cause of death was not yet 
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known. An autopsy is planned. 


Sander, 18, was last seen leaving an El Dorado bar Friday 


with a man who has been the focus of a nationwide search since 


police found large quantities of blood in a Kansas motel room 


where he was staying. 


Prior to finding the body, investigators said they had not 
found a link between Sander and her activities as an online porn 
star named Zoey Zane. But publicity about her explicit photos 
brought a flood of tips, many of them false leads.

‘Best Ideas for Masonite Site’ contest announced

As an alternative to the huge shopping 
mall proposed by an outside developer, 
the public is being invited to participate 
in a contest to identify the best industrial 
use for the former Masonite site in Ukiah. 

“The possibilities are infinite,” says 
Judy Pruden ofthe Ukiah Valley Smart 
Growth Coalition. The citizens’ group is 
sponsoring a contest to bring forth the 
most creative, practical ideas for future 
industrial development. 

The Smart Growth Coalition has an 
array of prizes for contest winners donat- 
ed by local merchants who share their 
opposition to the rezoning of the 
Masonite site for a big box retail center. 
The prizes range from cases of wine, to a 
year’s supply of fresh bread, to a restau- 
rant dinner for two. (see list below) 

Contest entries must propose feasible 
economic development that will make 
use of the site’s current industrial zoning, 
said Pruden. Entries will be judged on 
their practicality but also on the benefit 
they would provide to the community. 
“Good paying jobs are a big concern,” 
she said. “Not just more retail jobs.” 

This 68-acre property on the north 
edge of Ukiah is the largest heavy indus- 
trial site remaining in the inland portion 
of Mendocino County. 

“The controversy over the site has 


sparked a real ferment of creative ideas 
for better things that can be done with it,” 
said Pruden. “We want to draw forth 
those better ideas and honor them. It 
could well lead to an actual business pro- 
ject once the shopping center developer 
has left town.” 

In addition to the contest, the Coalition 
is contacting business development orga- 
nizations and publications throughout the 
nation to bring attention to possibilities 
for the site’s future industrial revival. 
Pruden noted that there have been calls 
from timber industry leaders for preser- 
vation of the site for a timber byproducts 
business like the former Masonite Co. 
that will take advantage of the regrowth 
of the county’s forestlands. 

She also said that there have been 
numerous suggestions that the site could 
become a center for alternative energy 
development, or an incubator for small 
scale local industry. 

Entries should include a one-para- 
graph summary, a description of the pro- 
posed product or service, a discussion of 
implementation, and the benefits the idea 
would bring to the community. Entries 
must be submitted by Jan. 15,2008 to the 
Ukiah Valley Smart Growth Coalition,

Katrina hit. The bus loaded 


with relief supplies and 
offered immediate relief to 
hurricane victims in 
Louisiana. This began a 
Mendocino Veterans for 
Peace commitment to hands- 
on Louisiana hurricane relief, 
which saw the White Rose 
return to the New Orleans 
area in both 2006 and the 
spring of 2007. 

The group decided to focus 
on local peace action activi- 
ties, continuing to offer 
“counterrecruiting” informa- 
tion exposing the full costs of 
wartime service.

to an end when we received our notice of a 
rent increase of $51 a month. Yes, that’s 
right, $51 a month. Did I miss something? 
Is our Social Security going up that much? 
No, it is not. We were expecting a raise in 
rent but hoped it would be a reasonable 
one. Boy, were we blindsided. 

A local resident and a silent partner in 
Santa Rosa previously owned this Park for 
35 years. The Ukiah owner was in this Park 
every day doing repairs, adding improve- 
ments, and being available to the residents 
if they had any problems. He never raised 
the rent more than $10 a year. He provided 
us with many extras including a lovely 
Christmas Party every year at the Senior 
Center. When he sold to the silent partner 
three years ago our monthly rent was $285. 
When the silent partner sold to the corpora- 
tion our rent was $379.95 per month (this 
included $24.95 city sewer charge). 
Rancho Del Rey Senior Mobile Home Park 
is now the highest rent in Ukiah at $430.95 
a month. And believe me, from the looks of 
things we are going to be getting a lot less 
for our money. 

I guess the moral of this story is to be 
very careful when buying into a mobile 
home park, because the sharks and vultures 
are out there. Ask a lot of questions like: 
Who owns the Park? What is their history 
of rental raises? What are the proposed 
improvements? Is the manager accessible? 
When many seniors buy into these parks 
they have limited funds and no expectation 
of more income and many have to choose 
eating or paying the rent. This Park should 
be re-named to R.T. Enterprises’ Cash 
Cow. 

I hope when R.T. Enterprises’ Cash Cow 
begins making calls for service from local 
plumbers, gardeners, and maintenance per- 
sonnel that they have read this letter and 
charge this outfit accordingly.

Multiculturalism 


running rampant 


“I decide who is a Jew around here.” 

-- Hermann Goering in 1934 when told that a 
favorite Munich art dealer was Jewish. 

Under legislation that the House of Representatives 
has voted 261-153 to foist on Hawaii, Goering’s role 
would be played by a panel empowered to decide who 
is a “Native Hawaiian” and entitled to special privi- 
leges and immunities. Because there are perhaps only 
7,000 “pure” Native Hawaiians, “Hawaiian blood” 
will inevitably be the criterion and the “one-drop rule” 
likely will prevail. Those designated Native Hawaiians 
would be members of a new “tribe” conjured into exis- 
tence by Congress. But it cannot legitimately do that. 

In 1959, 94 percent of Hawaiians, including a large 
majority of Native Hawaiians, voted for statehood. 
Opposition was strongest among Southern Democrats 
in Congress, who, with the civil rights revolution sim- 
mering, were wary of Hawaii’s example of multiracial 
harmony. 

Today, the Native Hawaiian Government 
Reorganization Act, when accurately described, is 
opposed by a large majority of Hawaiians and sup- 
ported by only a bare majority of the approximately 
240,000 Native Hawaiians in the state. The legislation, 
sponsored by Sen. Daniel Akaka, is a genuflection by 
“progressives,” mostly Democrats, to “diversity” and 
“multiculturalism.” 

It would foment racial disharmony by creating a 
permanent caste entitled to its own government -- the 
Native Hawaiian Governing Entity -- within the 
United States. The NHGE presumably would be 
exempt, as Indian tribes are, from the Constitution’s 
First, Fifth and 14th amendments. It would, Akaka 
says, negotiate with the state of Hawaii and the United 
States concerning “lands, natural resources, assets, 
criminal and civil jurisdiction, and historical griev- 
ances.” 

Reparations? We shall see. Independence -- seces- 
sion? “That could be,” Akaka, 83, has said, depending 
on “my grandchildren and great-grandchildren.” 

The seeds of this weed were sown in 1993, when 
Congress passed a tendentious apology for supposed 
U.S. complicity -- which was neither clear nor essen- 
tial -- in the peaceful 1893 overthrow of Queen 
Liliuokalani’s monarchy by Hawaiian residents. The 
novelty of America apologizing for a monarch’s fall 
was followed in 2000 by a Supreme Court ruling over- 
turning a Hawaiian law that excluded everyone except 
Native Hawaiians from voting in a statewide election 
for trustees of a state agency. This, the court said, vio- 
lated the Constitution’s guarantee of equal protection 
of the laws and proscription of racial discrimination. 

This ruling raised doubts about the constitutionality 
of the racial spoils system administered by that agency, 
the Office of Hawaiian Affairs. Which is perhaps why 
Akaka decided the Reorganization Act was necessary 
despite what he has called, with weird defensiveness, 
his state’s “perceived harmony.” 

There are 400,000 Native Hawaiians nationwide, 
who will be eligible to participate in creating the 
NHGE. Native Hawaiians are 20 percent of the state’s 
population. They are defined as direct lineal descen- 
dants of indigenous peoples who lived on the islands 
before 1893 and who exercised sovereignty then -- an 
unintelligible provision because the queen monopo- 
lized sovereignty. She was more enlightened. She did 
not distinguish between Native Hawaiians and immi- 
grants, who served in her government. 

Under President Washington, the U.S. government’s 
Indian policy was a facet of foreign policy because 
tribes were considered foreign nations. The 
Constitution speaks not of native “peoples” but only of 
“Indian tribes.” Akaka’s legislation would create a 
Native Hawaiian “tribe” as a nation within the nation. 

Unlike Indians, however, Native Hawaiians’ land 
was not taken by force. Congress does not create 
tribes, it recognizes them according to settled criteria: 
Tribes were nations when the Constitution was written 
and are geographically separate and culturally distinct 
communities whose governments have long continu- 
ous histories. As the state of Hawaii has said, “The 
tribal concept simply has no place in the context of 
Hawaiian history.” 

Virtually all Democrats and a few inexplicable 
Republicans support this legislation, which will further 
inflame the ethnic grievance industry. Imagine the les- 
son that some descendants of Hispanics who lived in 
the Southwest prior to 1848 would learn from it. A 
Republican president would veto it. A Democratic 
president would sign it -- Sens. Biden, Clinton, Dodd 
and Obama support it -- but the Supreme Court would 
shred the plan for different laws for different races. 
Still, the legislation is an important symptom of 
Democrats’ constitutional flippancy and itch for social 
engineering. 

“One nation, indivisible”? Not for the House major- 
ity or the Senate committee that have approved 
Akaka’s mockery of the Pledge of Allegiance.

Two swimmers from the Ukiah 
Dolphins youth swim team are headed 
to Junior Olympics in Pacifica on 
Friday and Saturday.

Taylor’s 
death a 
senseless 
tragedy

The news of Sean Taylor’s 
shooting and subsequent death 
earlier this week deeply sad- 
dened me as a fan of the 
Redskins safety’s play. 

Having grown up exclusively 
on the west coast while Taylor 
grew up and competed on the 
east coast, outside of the knowl- 
edge that he went to the U and 
his on the field career with the 
Redskins, I knew little about 
Taylor until reading and listen- 
ing to reports that surfaced 
shortly after his passing. 

I recalled that he had been 
fined a few times a year or two 
back for separate incidents, 
whether they were on the field or 
not wasn’t something I particu- 
larly remembered. 

This week though, I learned 
that Taylor had a one-year 
daughter, was a reserved amd 
humble individual and had been 
walking the long and lonely road 
of self-improvement. It seems 
that almost instantly after the 
birth of his daughter he became 
a changed man. His teammates, 
family and close friends can all 
attest to this fact. 

It’s tough enough to endure 
the loss of someone who’s time 
it perceivably is to go, but to lose 
someone so young, with such 
incredible talent and passion -- 
not just for the game of football, 
but for the people in his life -- is 
truly difficult to bear. 

The investigation into 
Taylor’s murder continued 
Thursday in Miami with no hard 
suspects. Police have said they 
suspect that Taylor was the vic- 
tim of a random burglary when 
he was shot in his home early 
Monday morning. 

And while the police suspect 
it to be a random burglary for- 
mer teammates and a longtime 
friend of Taylor’s suspect differ- 
ently. Cardinals cornerback and 
fellow Hurricane alum, Antrel 
Rolle, has known Taylor since 
the two were six years old, play- 
ing youth football. He reckons 
that Taylor had been targeted for 
three years by former friends he 
used to roll with during his 
childhood. 

Regardless of the reason for 
Taylor’s murder, the Redskins 
must somehow find a way to 
move on to football Sunday 
against the Buffalo Bills. 
Washington was already in the 
midst of a downward spiral hav- 
ing lost three straight games, 
taking them to 5-6 and on the 
outside of the playoff race. 

Pll be rooting for the 
Redskins to turn the recent for- 
tunes of their season around, win 
the remainder of the games on 
their schedule in dedication to 
Sean Taylor’s memory and the 
way he played the game of foot- 
ball -- all out. That’s what Taylor 
would’ve wanted them to do.

Niners QB Alex Smith hopes to avoid 
surgery on injured shoulder

SANTA CLARA — Alex Smith is 
hoping two weeks of complete rest for 
his ailing right shoulder will help him 
avoid surgery and allow him to return 
for the San Francisco 49ers’ final few 
games. 

It’s too early to tell whether the 
quarterback’s shoulder agrees with the 
plan. 

Smith hasn’t thrown a pass in near- 
ly two weeks, and he doesn’t even lift 
his arm above his shoulder unless it’s 
absolutely necessary. The former No. 
1 draft pick hopes enough scar tissue 
will build up around his ligament to 
give him a comfortable throwing 
motion, but he won’t know until pick- 
ing up a football. 

Smith has consulted with Dr. James 
Andrews and the 49ers’ training staff 
while trying to solve the problems in 


his throwing motion since his shoulder

“In talking to 
them, it’s something that if you can at 
all, you want to avoid surgery, espe- 
cially on your throwing shoulder,” 
Smith said Thursday. “After a surgery, 
some quarterbacks can still feel it in 
their motion, and some continue to 
play 10 or 12 more years with it.” 

Smith struggled through three 


games with his sore shoulder and the 
resulting strains in his forearm before 
publicly complaining about his prob- 
lems two weeks ago. The 49ers decid- 
ed to rest their franchise quarterback 
for at least two games, turning over the 
team to backup Trent Dilfer for the 
second time this season. 

Smith probably won’t be active 
when the 49ers (3-8) visit Carolina on 
Sunday. He wasn’t in uniform last 
week when Dilfer led San Francisco to 
a 37-31 overtime win at Arizona, snap- 
ping the Niners’ eight-game losing 
streak. 

“Gripping a football and throwing it 
as hard as I can, that’s when I feel it 
the most,” Smith said. “When I follow 
through, I really feel it in my collar- 
bone.” 

Coach Mike Nolan, who publicly 
sparred with Smith over their misun- 
derstandings about the severity of his 


injury, has effusively praised Dilfer’s 
play in the 49ers’ last two games. 
Nolan hasn’t decided whether Smith 
would go back in the starting lineup 
even if he’s healthy enough to play in 
the final four games. 

“I don’t have to make that decision 
right now,” Nolan said. “We’ll take it 
one game at a time.” 

Until Dilfer’s strong performance 
against Arizona, neither quarterback 
had done much of note in the NFL’s 
worst offense. Among all NFL quarter- 
backs who qualify for league statistics, 
only the Jets’ Kellen Clemens has a 
poorer passer rating than Smith (57.2) 
and Dilfer (62.8). 

Both San Francisco quarterbacks’ 
completion percentages also are worse 
than every quarterback except 
Clemens, but Dilfer has thrown five

but can’t beat Romo, Cowboys

IRVING, Texas — 
Standing on the sideline, 
scowling and gingerly holding 
his bandaged right arm, all 
Brett Favre could do was 
watch Tony Romo imperson- 
ate him. 

The kid was good. Too 
good for Favre and the Green 
Bay Packers. 

The Wisconsin native who 
spent all week denying Favre 
was his childhood hero sure 
played a lot like a young No. 4 
Thursday night — full of 
moxie and joy, but needing a 
bit of a high-wire act to send 
the Dallas Cowboys past the 
Packers 37-27 and into the 
lead for home-field advantage 
throughout the NFC playoffs. 

Romo threw four touch- 
down passes to send the 
Cowboys (11-1) to their sixth 
straight win. The Packers (10- 
2) ended a six-game winning 
streak and are now essentially 
two games behind Dallas in 
the chase for the conference’s 
top spot with only four games 
left. 

The bigger concern for 
Green Bay is Favre’s health. 

Favre injured his right 
elbow in the second quarter 
and didn’t return, perhaps 
jeopardizing his run of 249 
consecutive starts, a record 
that’s about six seasons longer 
than the next-best by a quar- 
terback. He has 10 days to 
heal before the Packers play 
again, Dec. 9 at home against 
Oakland. The injury could be 
similar to a banged-up nerve 
in his right elbow that 
knocked him out of a game 
last November. 

Backup Aaron Rodgers, 
who spent the week pretend- 
ing he was Romo in Green 
Bay practices, provided the 
kind of rally Favre usually 
specializes in. He threw the 
first touchdown pass of his 
three-year career, but wasn’t 
able to lead a Favre-esque 
rally. 

The excitement of facing 


Favre brought out the best in 
Romo as he led the Cowboys 
to scores on their first five dri- 
ves, capping the last three 
with touchdown passes. But 
once Rodgers came in, Romo 
lost his mojo, and so did 
Dallas. 

A 27-10 lead frittered to 
27-24, in part because of a 
failed fourth-down conversion 
when the Cowboys could 
have tried a field goal to 
stretch their lead to 30-17. 
Dallas really looked like it 
might blow it when Terrell 
Owens juggled a pass in the 
end zone and wound up flip- 
ping it over his head to cor- 
nerback Al Harris for an inter- 
ception. 

Green Bay’s bid for a go- 
ahead tying touchdown ended 
quickly, then Romo drove 
right back for a lead-stretch- 
ing touchdown — to Patrick 
Crayton, not Owens. 

Trailing 34-24, Rodgers 
was only able to get a field 
goal to get the Packers within 
a touchdown. They needed a 
stop from the defense, but 
with Kabeer Gbaja-Biamila 
and cornerback Charles 
Woodson inactive with 
injuries, the unit wasn’t up to 
the task. A clock-draining 
drive resulted in Nick Folk’s 
third field goal and a 10-point 
lead with 1:03 left — and with 
Favre nowhere in sight. 

He ran back to the locker 
room with 2:23 left. 

Romo was 19-of-30 for 309 
yards. His four TD throws 
give him 33 for the year, 
smashing the club record. He 
tied another club mark by 
throwing a touchdown in his 
16th straight game. Better yet, 
he did it not only in front of 
Favre, but also honorary cap- 
tains Roger Staubach and 
Troy Aikman. 

“I don’t play for individual 
records,” Romo said. “That’s 
a testament to our team.” 

Owens caught seven passes 
for 156 yards and a touch- 
down.

| SEAN TAYLOR’S DEATH 
Police suspect random burglar killed 


Taylor; grieving Redskins try to move on

ASHBURN, Va. — Police 
investigating Sean Taylor’s 
death say they’ve found no 
indication the Washington 
Redskins safety was targeted 
or knew the assailant who 
broke into his home. 

Miami-Dade police direc- 
tor Robert Parker called it 
“more like a random event.” 

“There’s nothing that indi- 
cates thus far that there’s some 
kind of involvement on the 
victim’s part,” he said 
Wednesday. 

Evidence indicates one or 
more intruders barged into 
Taylor’s home in an affluent 
Miami suburb early Monday, 
Parker said. After a confronta- 
tion inside the house, the 24- 
year-old was shot once in the 
upper leg and died early 
Tuesday after losing a tremen- 
dous amount of blood. 

Police said they had no sus- 
pects, and were still investi- 
gating a possible link to a 
Nov. 17 break-in at Taylor’s 
home, during which they said 
someone pried open a front 
window, rifled through draw- 
ers and left a kitchen knife on 
a bed. 

“We have no reason to 
think this was anything other 
than a burglary or a robbery 
involving an intruder,” Parker 
said. 

Taylor’s funeral will be 
held Monday at 11 am. at 
Pharmed Arena on the campus 
of Florida International 
University in Miami. 
Redskins owner Dan Snyder 
is making arrangements for 
the entire football organiza- 


tion to attend. 

At Redskins Park on 
Wednesday, Taylor’s family 
and teammates came together 
to privately share tears and 
memories. Taylor’s father, 
Pedro Taylor, and girlfriend 
Jackie Garcia both addressed 
the team. 

“Many of these guys were 
wondering, ’How in the world 
am I going to go out and do 
this on Sunday?” said Brett 
Fuller, the team chaplain. 
“And when Mr. Taylor stood 
up and said go out and win 
these next five and make it to 
the playoffs, we felt a surge in 
the room, that he almost gave 
us permission to play well.” 

Taylor’s father didn’t state 
the team should win in honor 
or memory of his son, but 
many players adopted that 
feeling nonetheless. The 
Redskins (5-6) are in con- 
tention for a playoff berth 
despite three straight losses. 

“We all know that’s some- 
thing Sean would want for 
us,” defensive end Andre 
Carter said. “You’ve got to 
keep on moving forward.” 

The team then began to 
attempt to focus on prepara- 
tions for Sunday’s home game 
against the Buffalo Bills. 
Players went to their game- 
planning meetings — which 
were shorter than normal — 
and later held a quieter-than- 
usual afternoon practice. 

“Nothing was normal about 
today,” linebacker London 
Fletcher said. “We had the 
meetings, but it wasn’t the 
normal type of meetings. 
Practice, it was practice, but it 
just wasn’t the same type of

Phil Jackson agrees to terms of 2-year 
extension with the Lakers 


LOS ANGELES (AP) — 
Lakers coach Phil Jackson 
said he has agreed to terms of 
a two-year contract extension 
believed to be worth about 
$24 million, putting him 
under contract through the 
2009-10 season. 

The Hall of Fame coach 
announced his decision and 
discussed his contract situa- 
tion before Thursday night’s 
game against the Denver 
Nuggets. When asked if this 
was his final contract with the 
Lakers, he hedged a bit and 
didn’t give a direct answer. 

“I was in my 50s in the last 
era, I’m in my 60s in this era, 
and maybe I can go on into 
my 70s,” he said. “But I really 
don’t think so. “I mean, I’m 
losing a step as I go — men- 
tally and physically. Being 
abreast of all these kids is not 
an easy task. I can hardly 
speak their language, but I’m 
trying.” 

When asked a second time 
if he was saying it’s his last 
contract with the Lakers, he 
laughed and replied: “No, I’m 
not. 

The 62-year-old Jackson 
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signed a five-year, $30 million 
contract with the Lakers in 
June 1999, and coached them 
to three championships before 
they lost to San Antonio in the 
Western Conference semifi- 
nals in 2003 and were beaten 
by Detroit in the NBA finals 
in 2004. 

Jackson and the team part- 
ed ways in June 2004, and he 
took a year off before signing 
a three-year, $30 million con- 
tract — the richest deal for an 
NBA coach — on June 14, 
2005. 

Rudy Tomjanovich had 
signed a five-year deal with 
the Lakers after Jackson left, 
but stepped down after a half- 
season on the job. 

Jackson had expressed 
uncertainty because he’s 
undergone two hip replace- 
ment operations since October 
2006 — the second one last 
June. He used a cane for four 
months, including the presea- 
son, and put off his decision to 
return twice before meeting 
with Lakers owner Jerry Buss 
this week. 

“This offer was extended to 
me last year, and I promised 


Dr. Buss that I would let them 
know before the end of the 
season whether I would con- 
tinue on,” Jackson said. “But 
obviously, due to the health 
situation that went on this 
summer, it’s delayed this deci- 
sion ’til this particular time.” 

Jackson said his surgery 
last June was debilitating. 

“Even simple tasks like 
putting on shoes and socks 
were very difficult, so I kind 
of asked them to just be 
patient. Training camp wasn’t 
easy, but after a couple of road 
trips, I felt comfortable to 
make that decision.” 

Jackson said his contract 
extension wasn’t connected to 
whether Kobe Bryant stayed 
with the Lakers or is traded — 
a subject that dominated the 
local papers and airwaves for 
months after the two-time 


defending NBA scoring 
champion requested a trade 
last May.

SAFETY TIPS 


(MS) - There are many 
causes for celebration during 
the winter holiday months, 
but it’s also the time of the 
year when the threat of home 
fires increases dramatically. 
Nearly one third of all resi- 
dential fires occur during the 
winter, according to the 
National Fire Protection 
Association, resulting in bil- 
lions of dollars in property 
damage, as well as thousands 
of injuries and deaths. Fires 
can originate from many 
sources: too many holiday 
lights plugged into an outlet, 
portable heating devices, or 
roaring fireplaces. However, 
there are precautions that 
homeowners can take to keep 
the home fires burning safely. 

The use of alternative heat- 
ing devices is a significant 
source of many winter fires. 
“Fire departments and organi- 
zations such as the American 
Red Cross are at their busiest 
during the winter,” said Mike 
Convery, vice president and 
chief claim officer for 
MetLife Auto & Home. 
“Alternative heating devices, 
such as a space heater or 
wood stove, can be attractive 
cost-saving alternatives, but 
they increase the likelihood of 
a home fire occurring, if used 
improperly.”

ing stove, make sure there is 
ample clearance between the 
stove and any combustible 
materials.

Do 
not burn trash - this can start a 
chimney fire. Never let a 
wood fire burn unattended. 

e With any type of heater, 
such as an electric space 
heater or portable kerosene 
heater, use common sense. 
Always keep the heater away 
from flammables and - 
although it may be tempting, 
especially in snow-prone 
areas - never accelerate the 
drying of clothes by placing 
them on top of the heater.

¢ Deep-frying turkey dur- 
ing the holidays is becoming 
an American tradition, but be 
warned: there is the risk of 
severe injury and property 
damage from using gas-fired 
turkey fryers. Fryers can easi- 
ly tip over, spilling up to five 
gallons of hot oil, and if a par- 
tially frozen turkey is dunked 
into the fryer, the oil could 
spill over and cause an explo- 
sion. Units without automatic 
thermostat controls can heat 

the oil to combustion. 


e If you celebrate the sea- 
son with a live Christmas tree, 
select one that is fresh and 
water it regularly. Keep it 
away from heat sources and 
exits.

from Lake Mendocino. 

As per a term of the water 
district’s agreement with the 
Sonoma County Water 
Agency, the district must 
reduce withdrawals from the 
lake to half of the average for 
the month over the last three 
years if storage in the lake 
drops below 30,000 acre-feet. 

According to the U.S. Army 
Corps of Engineers, storage in 
Lake Mendocino on Thursday 
was 29,514 acre-feet. 

This means the district will 
only be allowed to draw 30 
acre-feet of water from the 
lake in December. 

Declaration of a water 
emergency will allow the 
board to activate an ordinance 
it passed earlier this year, said 
district General Manager Bill 
Koehler. 

The ordinance allows for 
phased enforcement of conser- 
vation measures in the district, 


all the way up to mandatory 
conservation under certain 
conditions. 

Currently, the board is only 
considering voluntary conser- 
vation, Koehler said. A letter is 
being sent out to district cus- 
tomers informing them that, if 
the declaration of emergency 
passes, the board will be ask- 
ing for an immediate cessation 
of the use of agricultural water 
and an increase in voluntary 
conservation of domestic 
water use to 40 percent. Water 
district customers have already 
achieved 30 percent voluntary 
reduction. 

Koehler said those mea- 
sures would remain in place 
until the board’s December 
meeting, when the situation 
would be re-evaluated. 

The public meeting to make 
a decision on declaring a water 
emergency will be held within 
the next two weeks, the exact 
date to be announced soon, 
Koehler said.

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Bush presses 
Democrats to

WASHINGTON (AP) — 
President Bush sternly 
pressed Democrats to approve 
money to fund the Iraq war 
“without strings and without 
delay” before leaving town 
for the Christmas holidays, 
something congressional lead- 
ers have already indicated 
they will not do. After more 
failed attempts to pass legisla- 
tion ordering troops home 
from Iraq, Democrats have 
said they plan to sit on Bush’s 
$196 billion request for war 
spending until next year. 

Bush said this will push the 
Pentagon toward an account- 
ing nightmare and affect the 
military’s ability to do its job

“The work is almost com- 
plete,” Frisbie said. 

In total the project, called 
the Calpella Rehabilitation, 
repaired road issues on close 
to five miles of Highway 20 
between the intersection with 
Highway 101 and the Potter 
Valley turn-off. 


Construction crews started 
work in April of 2006, fixing 
culverts and drainage along 
the road and rebuilding banks 
and shoulders as well as 
installing additional 
guardrails and re-paving the 
road surface with rubberized 
asphalt. 

“The paving was one of the 
more superficial things we 
did,” Frisbie said. 

All told, the project 
repaired or replaced 47 cul- 
verts and drainage systems. 
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Granite Construction of 
Ukiah was the primary con- 
tractor on the job and did the 
bulk of the work quickly and 
efficiently, Frisbie said. 

“The contractor is complet- 
ing the job one month ahead 
of schedule,” he said. 

The project is also expected 
to come in under its $11.6 mil- 
lion budget.

Bin Laden urges 
Europeans to stop 
helping America 


CAIRO, Egypt (AP) — Al- 
Qaida chief Osama bin Laden 
called on Europeans to stop 
helping the United States in 
the war in Afghanistan, 
according to excerpts of a new 
audiotape broadcast Thursday 
on Al-Jazeera television. 

Bin Laden said it was 
unjust for the United States to 
have invaded Afghanistan for 
sheltering him after the Sept. 
11 terror attacks, saying he 
was the “only one responsi- 
ble” for the deadly assaults on 
New York and Washington. 

“The events of Manhattan 
were retaliation against the 
American-Israeli alliance’s 


aggression against our people 
in Palestine and Lebanon, and 
I am the only one responsible 
for it. The Afghan people and 
government knew nothing 
about it,” he said. 
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In June, the State Water 
Resources Control Board 
announced that entities that 
take water out of the Russian 
River, which flows out of 
Lake Mendocino, must reduce 
water usage by 15 percent. 

The city of Ukiah has been 
practicing voluntary water 
conservation since the begin- 
ning of July. 

Roland Sanford of the 
Mendocino County Water 
Agency said he will be pre- 
senting the board with options 
for water conservation, espe- 
cially in land use planning. 

“We’ll be looking at things 
like landscaping and indoor 
plumbing,” he said. “We’ll 
also be looking at whether or 
not it would be a good idea to 
join the California Urban 
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Water Conservation Council, 
which is made up of public 
and private sector water 
boards.” 

According to the group’s 
Web site, the California Urban 
Water Conservation Council 
was created to “increase effi- 
cient water use statewide 
through partnerships among 
urban water agencies, public 
interest organizations and pri- 
vate entities...and now has 
384 members.” 

Sanford said water conser- 
vation wasn’t always a regular 
item of concern, and was pre- 
viously only implemented 
when a crisis was already 
under way. 

“Water conservation used 
to only be for emergencies, 
but now it’s a day-in and day- 
out kind of concern,” he said.
